LeMay lifted the giant tanker 
into the air at 6::30 a.m. <5:30 
a.m. c.s.t. > for the flight to Wash­ 
ington, in another of the series of 
American efforts to emphasize the 
power and range of the U.S. Stra­ 
tegic Air Force. 


He carried with him a letter 
from President Pedro Aramburu 
to President Eisenhower hailing 
yesterday's record flight for a jet 
plane which was not refuelled in 
flight. The trip down through the 
substratosphere required 13 hours 
and 3 1 a minutes—an average of 
nearly 490 miles per hour. 


The flight coincided today with 
an 8.100 non-stop flight from Cali­ 
fornia to the Philippines by three 
B66 bombers of the U.S. Tactical 
Air Command in another show of
